Jail Dklivky.— ' Three of Jailer 
Herrin’s boarder* effected tbelr escape 
from tbe jail Sunday night, ooe of 
them eluding all efforts at capture 
Tbe men who escaped were Tom Bry 
ant, charged with forgery aod sent 
herefrom Pittsburg for safe keeping. 
Cbrl* Jackson, house-breaking, sent 
from Loodon, and J. W. Casteel, forger 
and all-round swindler, also sent from 
Londoo for safe-keuplog. Bryant aod 
Jackson were recaptured, but Casteel l* 
still at liberty. 

Tbe delivery occurred between 7:30 
and R o'clock, while Jailer Herrin wa* 
at church, the men cloaking tbelr 
movement* aod drowning the attend- 
ant noise by tbe singing of religious 
song*. A bar wa* broken off at tbe 
lop of one of tbe windows on the south, 
the work being done oo the second floor 
of the jail aud It was then an easy mat- 
ter for tbe prisooer* to cllmbdowo the 
bar* aed Into tbe yard, which la sur- 
rounded by a wall 12 feet high. By 
meaes of tbe bar* oo the window of tbe 
ante-room, the top of the wall wa* ea* 
tly reached, from which they lowered 
themselves to tbe ground. 

A* soon as they were well away from 
tbe jail, however, some of the remain- 
ing prisoner* called Mra. Herrin and 
the alarm wa* at ooce given. Tl.e fu- 
gitive* had proceeded at ooce to Row- 
land and becoming alarmed separated, 
Hrvant secreting himself oo a South- 
bound freight, Jackson going South oo 
the railroad Oy fool aod Casteel strik- 
ing off lo the direction of Richmond 
Jackson wa* the first to be caught, he 
being Intercepted at Cedar Creek, and 
la response to a telegram the crew of 
tbe freight arrested Bryant aod car- 
ried him on to Londoo. Jackson was 
returned to jail at once, while Bryant 
wa* brought back by Mr. Herrin yes- 
terday at noon. A* nearly as can be 
learned, Jackson did the real work In 
connection with the affair, and his 
early capture was due to the fact that 
be was In a weakened condltloo from 
tbe use of morphloe. Casteel, the 
missing man, I* apparently an expert 
crook, and his capture 1* thereby of tbe 
most Importance. He Is about 5 feet » 
Inches tall aod weighs about 130 
pound*. He I* smooth faced, with dark 
hair and eve* and a sallow complexion, 
and when last seen had on steel-grey 
trousers, a light coat with green 
stripes and a while shirt and was with 
out a hat. The authorities of the 
neighboring towns are all on tbe look- 
oat for him, and it I* probably only a 
matter of a few day* until be Is again 
safe behind the bars, and more olosely 
watched. Tbl* escape will work hard- 
ship upon the prisoners, as Mr. Herrin 
has heretofore allowed them tbe liber- 
ty of the corridors at night, making 
the delivery comparatively easy. The 

f irlsooers had doubtless been conspiring 
or some time, aod It is believed they 
had in view some violence on tbe per- 
son of the jailer. Thl* is borne out by 
tbe fact that they asked Mr. Herrin to 
come In and visit them Sunday night, 
as they wanted to talk with him, but 
that gentleman declined. It Is perhaps 
fortunate for him that be did. Mr. 
Herrin and others are scouring the 
country for Casteel and we hope their 
efforts will be attended by success. 

LATER — Casteel was arrested at Liv- 
ingston last night and Jailer Herrin 
went there on the midnight train for ; 
him.
